life, ignorance, idle speculation, 
which in turn produce the hin- 
drances of life: fleshliness, ar- 
rogance, laziness, worry and 
hesitation. 

His ten commandments are 
cloge to those brought down from 
the mountain by Moses. He 
taught reverence for life. He dis- 
owned violence. 

Buddhism is strong in Japan, 
Ceylon, Burma, Thailand, Tibet 
and has thousands of followers 
in India and other neighboring 
countries. Hinduism, the world's 
oldest religion, managed to ab 
sorb much of its strength. 

Today, Buddhism is being 
made an instrument of national- 
ism in countries striving for a 
cultural and spiritua] foundation 
of their own. Even in India there 
is a revival with Hindu 
Nehru cheerfully assisting.

Georgians and Alabamans will wel- 
come the announcement that the Georgia 
Power Co. and the Alabama Power Co. 
will construct a $150,000,000 steam plant 
on the Coosa River to generate electric 
power. 

The joint project will produce a mil- 
lion kilowatts of power—enough to supply 
the needs of a city of more than 1,500,000 
people. 

The two companies are to be congrat- 
ulated for moving ahead to meet the 
growing needs of the two states. They 
are preparing to meet the demand for 
more and more power as the economy 
expands. Already there have been reports 
of a developing power shortage. 

The region’s growth depends upon a 
continued ample supply of electricity at 
reasonable rates. The fact of growth it- 
self justifies the investment, since growth 
means an ever-expanding market for 
power, The South’s resources of water 
and its potential for power is one of its 
greatest assets in relation to the rest of 
the nation. 


Simon Nelson Patten, one of the 
great economic thinkers of the early part 
of this century, said “The key to national 
prosperity lies in Southern prosperity.” 
This has been proven in the last two 
decades as the pent-up energies of the 
great region have been releasd. 

The Coosa River system is one of the 
greatest undeveloped watersheds in the 
nation. Its potential for power, naviga- 
tion and flood control has been recog- 
nized for a long time. 

The Corps of Engineers years ago 
completed a plan for its development. Its 
beginning was Allatoona Dam on the Eto- 
wah at Cartersville. It is fitting that pri- 
vate interests are taking this initiative in 
participating in its development. 

Growth begets growth and it is most 
encouraging to see Southern business and 
financial interests expressing their confi- 
dence in the future of the region. We are 
certain that it is not misplaced. It will 
contribute to progress.

Speaking in Miami this week, Col. 
W. C. Dominy, Georgia State Patrol 
director, said once more that there must 
be stricter laws regarding revocation of 
drivers’ licenses if we are to achieve 
safety on the roads. 

Those aware of the problem in Geor- 
gia have been saying that a long time. 
They must keep saying it until positive 
action is taken. 

The legal right to operate a motor 
vehicle in our states is still too easy to 
get. Once attained, it is too easily re- 
tained. Once removed, it is too easily 
recovered. 

The result is that incompetent drivers, 
wantonly reckless drivers, those who per- 
sist in drinking and driving, continue to 
operate. And the traffic toll mounts—375 
deaths so far and the threat that the

Dominy urges will come only when public 
opinion gets tough, when Georgians say 
they will no longer tolerate recklessness 
and drunkenness on the highways nor any 
laxity in law enforcement.

He who 
is incompetent shouldn’t have the first 
one.

Their belief that it will provides the 
answer to much that the Kremlin has 
been up to lately. In changing their em- 
phasis from military to the political and 
economic fields, the Communists are 
gambling that the United States and 
other free nations will be unwilling to 
make the effort through foreign aid and 
technical assistance to counter them.

The results in terms of 
administrative management is that 
there are now five departments of 
state instead of one.”’ 

2. Phillip Young, 
the U. S. Civil Service Commis- 
sion, announced that another re- 
organization of the civil service 
was being planned to create a 
new senior civil service whose 
members would fill the highest 
career posts in the government 
3. Though the United States 
Information Agency is now under 
attack here aud elsewhere in the 
world, the administration has 
now asked and the Senate has 
approved authority to put USIA 
officials into a permanent in- 
formation career service. 

On the question of the admini- 
stration of the state department, 
the House Government Opera- 
tions Subcommittee said that its 
detailed study had shown that the 
administration management of 
state department funds was ‘“‘not 
only complex but incredible.”’

Memo 
Luna, a pitcher now somewhere in Mexico, and Tom Alston, now 
playing first base at Omaha, each cost $100,000. Whether the peo- 
ple who recommended these deals are still in the family can’t be 
determined, for nobody’s speaking up these days but Lane. 

Harvey Haddix, once a big man at Busch Stadium, was 
turned out to the Phillies with Stu Miller, Ben Flowers and Solly 
Hemus for Herm Wehmeier, Murry Dickson and Bobby Morgan.

They say that Stan Musial and Red Schoendienst are 
even looking fearfully at one another.

Lane is the man who sat on a bench in Florida and exclaimed 
that the Cardinals were a third-place ball club. ‘“They were man- 
aged into seventh place last year,” he said. 

I can’t be quite sure what's coming off now, but I have a 
feeling he’s either trying to trade them into first place or back 
into seventh. Whatever he’s doing, the old-line Cardinal voters 
fon’t go for it. This isn’t like Chicago, °48, when he took over 
the White Sox. Nobody in Chicago gave a fig about the Sox then. 


— The Minoso Deal Made Him 


Lane found out that nobody in the American League cared 
much for the Sox, either. “I put the whole roster on the waiver 
ist,”’ he said, ‘‘and I got offers for only two players—Howie Jud- 
ion, a pitcher, and Cass Michaels, the second baseman. That 
same as a shock, to say the least.”’ 

This is the bite that apparently turned Lane into a rabid 
trader. He started off by exchanging Aaron Robinson, a tired 
old catcher, for young Billy Pierce, and cash, with Detroit. 
This deal was monumentally successful. Lane never stopped 
trading after that. . 

In his first five seasons with the White Sox, Lane bought, sold 
w traded 268 ball players. It was such an impressive product of 
fhe modern slavery market that Comiskey publicity office pub- 
ished tabulated releases on Lane’s deals from time to time. 

It took one big deal to establish Lane as the eminently suc- 
yessful barterer that he is. He got on the telephone one day in 
(951 and talked $500 worth, putting together the three-way switch 
hat deposited Minnie Minoso in Comiskey Park. It cost the Sox 
bus Zernial and Dave Philley in exchange, and this looked like 
t heavy price to pay at the time. Minoso had not yet become a 
ttar. He was merely a Minoso who had looked splendid in the 
Pacific Coast League. 

Minoso became a hero. The Sox became contenders. Lane 
became famous as a dealer and everything worked out like 
the fairy godmother had promised it would. 

Maybe it'll all work out in St. Louis. But Gussie should be 
tareful next spring. Just to make sure he sticks around he should 
tang a big sign on his back that says: “OWNER.”
